Tuts will never do!—However, the Management of this theatre 
may feel disposed to continue Mr. Warde, as a leader, or however they 
may calculate that time and habit will work on the good and easy na- 
tures of the public, we must declare that the Rob Roy, Brutus, Reu-- 
ben Glenroy of this gentleman though not utterly failures, do not stand 
above that line of every day mediocrity, which neitlier awakens sym- 
pathy, nor arouses interest.—Mr. Warde was as steady, monotonous 
and quite as loud as ever, and the audience, which was the most nu- 
merous we have seen this season, bore all with philosophical calm- 
ness. Mr. Warde no doubt, had many griefs, but his nobility of soul 
would not allow him to suffer any participation —They were entirely 
his own. Miss Paton sung delightfully, and was encored in “ The 
Highland Lad.” Lilla was again well received.—The music bas little 
merit, yet the vustle that pervades the scenes succeeds in gaining at- 
iention.—Miss Love, and her ¢ little husband,’ Keeley, created shouts 
vf Jaughter. 

Drurp Dane Theatre. 

Tuts Theatre presented, for the first time this season, the gloomy 
<smptoms of decline—* a beggarly account of empty boxes.” It was 
the thinest house we have seen, and most heartily we wish we may 
never look upon its like again: yet the piece, (the First Part of King 
Henry the Fourth) as far as the talents and exertions of the perform- 
ers, could support it, was well sustained. The humours of the re- 
doubted knight, Sir John Falstaff, as pourtrayed by Dowton, were 
irresistible in their challenge on onr sides. His stifled asthmatic laugh 
was infectious through the whole house ; but if, where the character 
was so exquisitively given, and the extertainment consequently so com- 
plete, we might apply the recollection of critical justice: there was, 
perhaps, somewhat too much of this, and a dependance upon its 
effect, at the expense of the more legitimate purport of the scene-— 
The soliloquy on honor, was given in the style that has given Dowton 
the just pre-eminence; he holds, as the trae Sir .’ohn. We had to H | 
regret that in this soliloquy, especially as through the whole evening, 
Sir John was not distinctly heard, and there were frequent calls from 
the gallery for him to speak louder. The change of the pronoun gpg, 
into the, whenever it occurred, was such, as in. some passages, ep- - 
tirely to destroy the meaning, as where he rallies Bardolph on his de- 
tormity of feature—‘' the nose-like dives,” &e. In the scene where 
he rises from the dead, the pantomimic tricks were prolonged jl) 
laughter itself grew tired, or began to take a new argument from the 
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ridiculous over-doing of the thing. The scene with the Hostess, Mis 
Harlowe, was unquestionably the best, if Sir John’s seeming to spit 
at her be no disparagement ; but we more especially. point out this 
scene as a just tribute to Mrs. Harlowe’s clear and distinct utt erance, 
which, after a long continuance of the effort, necessary to catch the 
words of a great many of the actors at this Theatre, afforded a holi- 
day to the jaded ear. Mr. Wallack delivered his description of a 
Fop with the utmost taste and judgment, and his performance drew 
merited applause. Mr. Archer, as King Henry, received great ap- 
plause in every passage that gave scope to his talents, and the com- 
bats that are incidental to the Play, were ably performed. On an- 
nouncing the picces for the next evening, an ill-omened omission of 

the few syllables, that should have distinguished the title of a Farce 

from all other significancy, was caught at by the observation of the 
house, and too much favored by the speaker—“ To-morrow evening.” 
said Mr. Archer, “ Der Freischutz and—Turn Gul! !"” which many 
of the company did immediately, without waiting to witness the Bar- 
tholomew-fair piece of Valentine and Orson. 


DHapmarket Cheatre. 

Mr. James Vining, of whom we declined speaking particularly in 
our yesterday’s review, made his second appearance last evening, as 
Ralia. His Octavicn, we must now admit, did not hold out much 
promise of any great suecess in this part. To sit down seriously to 
review Pizarro would be superflous, its frequent performance, even 
when it embraces the name of Young, has little attraction. Mr. J. 
Vining’s figure docs not possess sufficient iuportance, and his voice 
is ineapable of any declamation that shauld rise to the sublime ; he 
has, however, some variety of tones. which are not unattended with 
effect, though not on a scale calculated for a large theatre. His read- 
ings are generally correct and sensible, but he evidently wants com- 
mand of himself.—He flies abont the stage too much ia the pantomi- 
mnie style; he seems little, indeed,to regard the established style of si- 
tuation, and rendered some of his colleagues in the picee, lameutably 
at fault, occasionally indeed, they knew not wheve to find him. On 
the whole, Mr. J. Vining’s Rolla was not of a character that can for 
a moment give rise to the idea that he can supercede any of -the first 
rates at the national theatres. The piece was tolerably got up for the 
Haymarket, “albeit little used to the melting mood.”
